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SECTION  II 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  ny  report  on  the  Health  of  Hyde  during 
1970  and  regret  the  delay  in  producing  it. 

It  is  difficult  to  comment  on  events  which  happened  two  years  ago 
without  being  influenced  by  to-day’s  happenings,  but  I would  remind  you 
that  I took  over  the  duties  of  Dr.  Darling  who  left  for  general  practice 
because  he  felt  "the  presence  of  a whole  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  only  justified  where  the  population  greatly  exceeds  that  of  Hyde". 

The  population  I serve  is  approximately  double  that  of  Dr.  Darlings  and 
this  has  been  made  possible  by  the  control  of  infectious  and  environmental 
diseases,  and,  as  happened  early  in  1971  by  the  transfer  of  certain  functions 
to  the  new  Social  Services  Department.  The  control  of  infectious  diseases 
still  requires  watchful  supervision  and  the  pursuit  of  these  preventive 
measures  such  as  immunization,  improved  environment,  supervision  of  food, 
milk  and  water  supplies  which  have  brought  about  to-day's  happy  state  of 
affairs.  We  are  living  in  the  shadow  of  major  changes  and  reorganisation 
of  Local  Government  and  the  Health  Services  and  the  life  expectancy  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  now  only  two  years.  He  will  in  all  likelihood 
be  reborn  as  the  Community  Physician  and  if  so  I earnestly  hope  he  will  have 
the  same  powers  and  functions  at  least  as  far  as  the  infectious  diseases  are 
concer neds 

During  1970  the  birth  rate  fell  to  17.2  from  18.2  and  the  death  rate 
increased  to  15.7  from  14.4.  The  perinatal  mortality  fell  to  30  from  44 
per  thousand  births* 

Of  the  infectious  diseases  measles  continues  to  have  the  highest 
incidence  and  198  cases  were  notified.  One  hopes  that  as  immunization 
against  this  disease  becomes  more  popular  its  incidence  will  be  considerably 
reduced  as  has  been  the  case  with  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  and  sma.llpox. 

In  connection  with  the  latter  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  world  picture 
has  been  changed  so  much  by  vaccination  that  it  is  felt  no  longer  necessary 
in  this  country  and  is  now  only  offered  to  those  persons  who  may  be  at  risk 
because  of  their  foreign  commitments  or  occupation. 

To  conclude  may  I thank  the  Committee  for  its  help  and  forebearance  and 
the  Health  Department  staff  for  all  their  willing  and  expert  assistance 
during  the  year.

The  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of  12  months  was 
13  revealing  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  21  per  1,000  births.  There 
were  8 still-births  during  the  year  giving  a still -birth  rate  of  13 
per  1,000,  As  an  indication  of  the  risk  of  child-birth  it  is  useful 
to  consider  the  Peri-natal  mortality,  i.e,  still-births  plus  infant 
deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life.  With  this  standard  the  Hyde  figure

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SECTION  IV 


RBr’OKT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hyde. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  ny  report  on  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Section  of  the  Health  Department  during 
1970. 

With  a full  staff  complement,  it  will  be  seen  that  an  impressive 
volume  of  work  has  been  carried  out.  In  slum  clearance  111  unfit  houses 
have  been  represented.  The  amount  of  repairs  to  owner-occupied  houses 
has  been  increased  as  a condition  of  Small  Dwelling  Acquisition  Advance, 
and  to  provide  a 19-year  standard  of  fitness  in  the  case  of  houses  where 
Standard  Grants  have  been  given. 

Application  for  Qualification  Certificates  which  also  require  houses 
to  be  brought  up  to  a fitness  standard  are  being  proceeded  with. 

♦ 

The  Smoke  Control  Area  No. 7 was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  in  February  and  works  of  adaptation  of  firegrates 
have  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  Due  to  shortage  of  smokeless  fuels 
the  Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos,  1 to  6 inclusive  were  temporarily  suspended 
for  the  winter  period  January  to  March,  197°. 

Meat  inspection  in  the  pig  slaughterhouse  of  Messrs.  T,  Wall  & Son 
(Meat  and  Handy  Foods)  Ltd. , has  decreased  slightly  in  volume  over  the 
year. 

In  short,  taking  account  also  of  the  routine  public  health  duties 
carried  out,  I feel  that  a good  deal  has  been  achieved  for  which  I would 
like  to  express  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  Members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  loyal  help  and  co-operation.

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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  ' 5/ 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  by  Manchester  Corporation  (Y/oodhead  Supply) 
and  is  available  to  almost  every  dwelling  in  the  Borough  and  is 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  !■>  new  service  reservoir  to 
replace  Pudding  Lane  reservoir  came  into  commission  in  1965. 

A local  supply  for  industrial  purposes  is  stored  in  small 
reservoirs  in  the  town  and  is  filtered  but  considered  unfit  for 
domestic  use  without  sterilisation. 

The  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  maintains  regular 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  of  drinking  water,  including 
examination  for  plumbosolvency. 

SEWAGE 

Reconstruction  to  extend  the  Sewage  Works  was  completed  in  1939 
involving  radial  flow  sedimentation  followed  by  bacteriological 
filtration  and  humus  treatment.  The  works  have  recently  required 
further  extension  to  accommodate  increased  industrial  flow  and 
overspill  development  in  the  Hattersley  area.  These  extensions 
include  sludge  digestion  as  part  of  the  treatment,  and  they  were 
completed  early  in  1966. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Nyde  Corporation  Baths  were  opened  on  4th  Nay,  1399  and 
extended  in  1913#  Of  the  two  Swimming  Pools,  one  has  a capacity  of 
100,000  gallons  and  the  other  60,000  gallons.  There  ave  also  two 
suites  of  Private  Baths  - Males  10  and  4 Shower  Units  and  Females 
4;  ana  1 Sauna  Unit  and  Sun-ray  Unit,  which  will  accommodate  75 
persons  a day#  All  the  evening  and  week-end  sessions  have  been  fully 
booked  over  the  year, 

A Municipal  Laundry  was  attached  to  the  Baths  in  1955  > and  comrOetely 
re-equipped  in  1967  with  four  25  lbs  fully  automatic  washing  machines, 
two  high  speed  water  extractors,  two  25  lbs  and  one  5 0 lbs  tumbler 
driers.  There  is  also  a.  60  inch  bed  rotary  ironing  machine.  There 
are  also  four  sink  units  for  hand  washing  if  required. 

A fenced  in  play-area  is  attached  to  the  laundry. 

The  new  heating  system  which  was  completed  in  1968  has  a Marshall 
Cleaverbrook  fully  automatic  oil  fired  boiler  and  provides  all  steam 
for  hot  water  and  heating  requirements. 
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The  Filtration  system  installed  in  1933  consists  of  two  horizontal 
Pulsometer  Filters  with  a turnover  of  3-4  hours  for  each  pool.  Each 
pool  has  its  own  chlorinator  which  operates  the  breakpoint  system 
with  which  a free  chlorine  residual  of  2.5  p.p.m.  is  maintained.  The 
pool  water  is  tested  at  least  I'oir  times  per  day  to  ensure  that  it 
complies  with  the  Ministry’s  minimum  standards. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 
Ro.B,  Coli  have  been  found  in  any  samples  taken  since  June,  1-49* 


SV/irJbir.'G  INSTRUCTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


The  Swimming  Baths  are  extensively  used  by  Education  Departments ^ ^ 
for  the  teaching  of  swimming  to  scholars  in  Kyde,  Longdendale , Bred  urj 
and  Denton.  ^ 

Both  Swimming  Pools  are  in  use  from  9 a.m.  to  4 p.m.  from  Monday 
to  Fridge,’-  inclusive  making  130  cl  asses  per  week.  The  number  of  scholars 
who  attended  the  baths  during  the  1970  season  was  over  90,000.  Six 
qualified  instructors,  two  full  time  and  four  part  time,  assisted  by 
the  class  teachers  give  swimming  instruction.-  Various  tests  of  ability 
are  carried  out  from  time  to  time.  The  test  aimed  at  by  most  children 
is  the  Amateur  Swimming  Association  Personal  Survival  Awards  and  also  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  Awards.  The  more  competent  swimmers,  on 
completing  several  survival  and  life  saving  tests,  are  awarded  free 
passes  for  a year. 


In  the  small  pool  14  classes  of  private  lessons  each  day  for  5 
year  olds  and  upwards  are  held,  for  which  there  is  a waiting  list  of 
960,  Special  "Learn  to  Swim"  crash  courses  are  run  during  the  school 
holidays,  at  which  1,500  children  attend. 


Lessons  are  held  twice  weekly  for  under  five  year  olds,  attended 
by  5^  children  per  week. 

Three  "Learn  to  Swim"  lessons  per  week  are  held  for  adults. 

Special  lessons  for  handicapped  children  are  also  held  during  the 
lunch  breaks.

BBRJSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSE 


A regularly  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  again  maintained 
apart  from  short  periods  around  holidays.  This  is  undoubtedly  largely  due 
to  the  Bin  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  which  we  have  operated  since  February ,1952. 
The  binmen  are  re  yd  red  to  complete  a basic  task  of  100  bins  per  man  per 
day , and  a bonus  of  Ad  paid  for  every  bin  in  excess  of  that  figure.

The  Handicapped  Persons  Club  which  was  started  early  in 
1969  by  Mrs,  Lewis , the  Occupational  Therapist, • and  a group  of  voluntary 
helpers,  has  continued  to  meet  weekly. 

Membership  is  open  to  people  with  varying  disabilities  and 
in  an  approximate  age  range  of  16  years  to  50  years.  Transport  is  provided 
for  all  members  and  we  have  the  use  of  the  Cheshire  County  "blue"  vehicle 
which  has  a wheelchair  lift  at  the  back. 

The  Centre  has  been  active  throughout  the  year  and  members 
worked  hard  for  a Sale  of  Work  in  March  and  a Christmas  Sale  in  December, 
raising  a total  of  £115.  A donation  of  £10  was  made  to  the  East  Pakistan 
Flood  Appeal.

Ninety-two  Domestic  Helps  were  employed  as  part-time  staff  at 
the  end  of  the  year 5 the  total  number  of  hours  worked  being  77 >890  an 
increase  of  2,080  hours  over  the  previous  year. 

Varying  charges  for  Help  are  made  according  to  the  income  of  the 
household  and  at  present  range  from  nil  to  6/7 d . per  hour. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

Pole  Bank  Hall  and  Bowlacre 


During  the  year,  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  these  two 
old  peoples*  homes  run  by  the  Borough  of  Hyde  Welfare  Committee.  At 
Bowlacre  there  is  accommodation  for  43  elderly  people,  (] 5 men  and  28  women) 
and  at  Pole  Bank  Hall  accommodation  for  40  women.  The  homes  proved  most 
satisfactory  and  provided  a most  useful  service  for  the  old  people  of  hyde. 

County  Council  Welfare  Homes 

There  are  several  homes  throughout  the  County  administered  by 
the  County  Welfare  Committee.  The  preliminary  investigation  as  to  the  need 
and  suitability  for  such  accommodation  is  commonly  made  by  the  Health  Visitors

In  addition  to  the  above  patients  who  were  admitted  into  hospital 
under  various  sections  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  239  people  were  referred 
to  the  department  for  after  care,  or  for  investigation  and  where  conditions 
warranted  referral  to  other  agencies,  this  was  arranged. 


In  the  field  of  subnormality,  21  Patients  were  admitted  into  hostels 
or  private  establishments  for  short  term  care  to  relieve  the  parents  and 
guardians  of  their  responsibility  for  a short  time,  Domicilliary  supervision 
of  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal  patients  in  the  area  has  been  carried  out 
and  half  yearly  reports  submitted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer, 


The  Grange  Road  Youth  Club  for  the  mentally  subnormal  has  continued 
to  thrive  throughout  the  year  and  all  types  of  social  activities  have  been 
entered  into,  and  it  has  been  of  tremendous  benefit  to  all  its  members.

luring  the  year  we  lost  the  services  of  Mr,  P.J,  Huxley,  Mental 
Welfare  Officer,  who  transferred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Service  early  in  the 
year  and  since  which  time,  he  has  been  accepted  by  Manchester  University  and 
is  now  studying  for  his  Psychiatric  Social  Work  Certificate.  In  his  place, 
Mr.- Michael  Webb,  M.W.O,  from  Hazel  Grove  district,  was  transferred  to  the 
Staly bridge  area. 
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ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE 


In  January  1970?  there  were  85  trainees  on  register  (51  males  and 
34  females)  but  following  the  opening  of  Staley  House  Hostel,  Stalybridge, 
and  the  attendance  at  the  Centre  of  residents  of  the  Hostel,  the  number  on 
register  in  December,  1970>  had  risen  to  110.  (l6  males  and  9 females). 

Two  additional  instructors,  one  male  and  one  female,  were  appointed 
during  the  yearj  there  are  now  eight  members  of  the  teaching  staff. 

The  production  of  articles  for  sale  continued  as  in  previous  years, 
but  on  a very  reduced  scale,  as  "contract"  work  from  local  industry  increased. 
Work  of  a very  attractive  nature  is  done  for  James  Galt  Ltd.  of  Cheadle  and 
glove  turning  for  James  North  of  Hyde. 

Other  work  undertaken  in  the  Centro  included s- 

(i)  the  production  of  carnival  hats  for  Cheadle  Royal  Industries. 

(ii)  the  folding  of  "jumble"  bags  for  the  Lady  Hoare  Appeal  for 

disabled  children, 

(iii)  paper  products  for  Merchant  Manufacturing  Company,  of  Glossop, 

and 

(iv)  a small  quantity  of  work  for  Miles  Rodfern  of  Hyde. 

All  the  above  work,  with  the  exception  of  that  undertaken  on  behalf 
of  James  Galt  and  Miles  Redfern,  is  carried  out  constantly  throughout  the  year. 

Visits  to  the  Swimming  baths  were  made  weekly  and  again  proved  a 
great  success.  A swimming  gala,  held  just  before  Christmas,  was  thoroughly 
" ■ appreciated  and  all  contestants  received  gifts. 

The  majority  of  Trainees  were  taken  to  Manchester  to  see  the  film 
"Hello  Dolly"  and  a trip  to  Blackpool  Illuminations  also  was  arranged  for  all

highlight  of  the  year  was  Christmas  Dinner,  and  entertainment,  at  Rivington

was  a new  experience  for  the  Trainees.  Tho  coach  trip  - the  meal  - a change  of 
environment  - all  contributed  to  make  the  event  a wonderful  success:  tho 
Trainees  had  a lovely  time. 
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JUNIOR  THAIHIITG  CENTRE 


Because  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act  received  the 
Royal  Assent  on  23rd  July,  1970 , thus  making  provision  to  bring  within 
the  educational  system  those  children  who  have,  or  would  previously  have, 

'been  determined  as  being  unsuitable  for  education  at  school,  the  local 
health  authorities  will  cease  to  have  power  to  provide  training  for  them. 

1st  April,  1971  is  “the  date  that  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science 
will  be  responsible  for  the  mentally  handicapped  child.  Hyde  Junior 
Training  Centre  has  been  proposed  as  a Special  School. 

This  news  was  readily  welcomed  by  all  staff  at  the  Centre,  who 
have  been  making  every  effort  to  ensure  that  the  transfer  will  be 
confidently  and  efficiently  implemented. 

Miss  Audrey  Hill,  K.M.I.  for  Special  Schools,  and  Dr.  Ann  Fine, 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  came  in  the 
Spring  for  a visit  of  observation,  noting  all  doubly  handicapped  children 
and  those  in  need  of  specialist  educationalists,  reporting  to  the  Cheshire 
County  Director  of  Education,  Mr.  Ami t age.  This  visit  was  later  followed 
by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Education,  Mr.  Dennis  Hadfield,  Dr.  Cheshan 
and  Dr.  Bligh.  They  met  all  the  staff  and  children  and  the  good 
relationship  now  established  will , I am  sure,  be  beneficial  and  helpful 
towards  a smooth  transition. 

The  Cheshire  County  Inspector  of  Special  Education,  Mrs.  Klinger, 
whom  I met  during  a visit  to  The  Education  Department  at  Chester  Hall, 

Chester,  and  again  when  she  came  to  the  Centre  at  Hyde  was  most  enthusiastic 
regarding  our  children,  being  in  full  sympathy  with  the  need  of  extra 
classrooms  for  the  Juniors  and  Seniors,  also  noted  the  suggestion  of  a 
Home  Economic  Room  and  a Voodwork/Craf t Room. 

p ;>  In  January  1970,  there  were'  6&  trainees  on  the  register,  but  by 

the  end  of  the  year  there  we re  only  65. 

Five  of  the  eight  members  of  the  teaching  staff  are  now  qualified 

which  she  is  expected  to  return  in  July  next  and  the  other  two  remaining 
members  of  staff  are  experienced  nature  individuals  and  form  a good  working 
team,  and  continue,  as  in  the  past,  to  develop  each  individual  child  in  all 
areas  of  education.  Where  necessary,  a peripatetic  teacher  visits  the 
Centre  to  give  individual  teaching.  Excellent  services  have  again  been 
rendered  by  Miss  Jordan  and  Mrs.  Farmer  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff. 

The  constant  co-operation  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  was  also  appreciated. 
Annual  medicals  and  dental  inspection  again  took  place.  Mrs.  Eaton,  Speech 
Therapist,  visited  the  Centre  and  hopes  that  her  staff  will  be  increased 
ready  to  give  therapy,  where  needed,  after  April,  1971*  The  School  Meals 
Service  have  been  most  anxious  to  please. 

On  1st  January  1970,  the  Ambulance  Service  took  over  the 
transportation  of  children  to  and  from  the  Centre.  At  times,  there  are 
difficulties,  especially  in  the  Hazel  Grove,  Marple  areas,  due  to  roadworks 
and  vehicle  troubles,  but  on  the  whole  the  children  are  quite  well  cared  for 
and  the  coach  escorts  are  watchfux  of  the  children  during  transportation. We 
have,  on  occasions,  been  delayed/ 
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delayed  waiting  for  the  ambulance  to  take  home- special  care  children  duo 
to  external  pressure  on  the  ambulance  services,  the  ambulancemen  who  deal 
with  the  children  are  most  kind. 

Within  the  Centre,  the  new  washer  and  cooker  have  been  well  used  and 
the  renovation  of  the  hall  piano  has  improved  out  music  lessons. 

Following  the  previous  ye ar.’S  concert,  the  children  were  taken  to  the 
cinema  to  see  the  film  "Oliver"  followed  later  by  a visit  to  Bell'  Vue 
Gardens/Zoo. 

Art  Competition  - this  was  run  by  the  National  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  children  - and  one  of  our  children,  Peter  Swindells,  won  a prize. 

One  of  our  Junior  girls,  Susan  Hart,  a Brownie  being  taught  in  the 
. Centre  how  to  care  for  the  Juniors  jerbal  "Bandit"  gained  her  "Animal  Care" 
badge. 


The  Hyde  Baths  staff  once  again  held  the  Annual  Gala,  most  children 
"vanning"  a prize  during  the  year,  Ann  Whalley  and  Peter  Swindells  won  a 
Breadth  Badge  and  Graham  Wilde  a Length  Badge,  Many  thanks  must  go  to  the 
Baths  Staff, 

Leigh  Street  County  Primary  School  dancers  came  one  evening  and 
entertained  us  with  their  Israeli  and  Morris  Dancing,  Mr,  Senior  and  his 
staff  appreciated  the  need  for  other  children  to  accept  our  children  within 
the  community. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  yoar,  Miss  Law  a member  of  the  teaching 
staff,  went  to  London  on  a course  and  she  reported  that  the  Lectures  given  by 
Dr,  Gurnsberg,  (Progress  Chart),  had  been  most  beneficial. 

In  J lock  along  with  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  10  children 

to  Birchfields  Lodge,  Hope,  Derbyshire,  for  an  adventure  weekend?  this  was 
most  successful  and  we  returned  invigorated  but  very  tired. 

special  hotel  for  mentally  handicapped  cuiiaren.  Mental  Handicap  weoK  in 
June  brought  many  visitors.  An  item  was  published  by  the  children  at 
Greenfield  Street  School  in  their  News  about  their  visit  here. 

Sports  Day  was  held  on  18th  June,  Ashton  Junior  Training  Centre 
came  and  played  Hyde  Junior  Training  Centre,  Dr,  Holme  presented  the  prizes 
to  all  the  winners  who  had  run,  jumped  and  thrown  hard  with  a good  competetive 

spirit. 

The  children  visited  Southport's  Peter  Pan  Playground  in  two  groups 
during  the  Summer  Term. 

The  Harvest  Festival  Thanksgiving  Service  took  place  at  the  end  of 
September  and  the  parents  supported  us  well  with  fruit  and  flowers.  The 
children  took  the  produce  to  Hyde  Hospital  and  sang  Harvest  hymns  to  the  old 


folks  and  everybody  had  a happy  day 


November  5^  and  a Bonfire,  firework  display,  treacle  toffee. 

This  brought  a glow  to  the  children  stimulating  their  speech  and  interest. 

The  Rotary  Club  came  to  the  Christmas  Party  and  each  child  received 
a present  from  Father  Christmas.  Their  generosity,  interest  and  kindness 
in  giving  time  for  the  children’s  enjoyment  and  providing  entertainers,  is 
reflected  in  the  happiness  on  the  childrens  faces  on  such  occasions, 

Astley  Grammar  School  also  gave  a party  for  the  children.  "All" 
the  children  had  a wonderful  day. 

The  Christmas  concert  this  year  was  "Home  on  the  Grange"  a cowboy 
musical.  The  staff  had  painted  scenery  and  made  costumes.  It  was  all 
worthwhile  on  the  day  as  the  children  gave  their  all  to  a packed  audience. 

A physiotherapist  has  been  appointed  and  will  commence  duties  in 
the  new  year. 


The  Hester  Adrian  Unit  at  Manchester  University  continue  to  do 
research  at  the  Centre. 


May  I thank  the  local  police  for  their  watchful  eye  on  our  school 
and  visiting  the  children  for  educational  purposes,  also  the  administrative 
staff  at  Divisional  Health  Office,  Greenfield  Street  for  their  past  services 
to  our  children.
